Under the head, “‘geology and miner- 
alegy,” we find in the number before us 
a review of Dr. Little’s report for 1875. 
The amount of work that he did during 
that year, the number of counties he vis 
ited, and the minerals, metals and build- 
ing stones that he found im those 
counties, are all noted. Copious ex- 
tracts relating to the coal formation, the 
fossiliferous iron ore beds, the deposits 
of copper, lead, silver and gold are giv 
en; and the Journal adds; ‘‘'Weare glad 
to sce that this. state, although the last 
in the union, except Florida, to com- 
mence the systematic survey of her min- 
eral wealth, is pushing forward the 
work so well begun last year. It has 
long been needed, and is _ evi 
dently in good hands, The results above 
noticed are of great intrest, and we 
shall look rather impatiently for the de- 
tailed reports ‘now in preparation.’

The 
piano «makers ‘hold their . own, 
while the wages of the cigar 
makers have dropped from twenty to 
twelve dollars a week. This means that 
female extravagance has not kept step 
with masculine cxpenses. The tailors and 
hatters receive ten per cent less, but the 
horse shocrs still command war. prices. 
The large reductions in the wages of 
coopers, box-makers and cabi- 
net-uiakers illustrate the prev- 
alence of economy throughout 
the country. We are consuming a smal 
ler quantity of goods. The shoemakers 


riage makers obtain nearly their top 
wages. Such differences are quite m- 
comprehensible, and in fact the only 
thing made plain by the Times’ tables is 
the great losses inflicte1 by the times on 
the building trades. 

The tables as a whole do not indicate 
that wages have fallen faster than the 
cost of living. Nor do they show that 
the number of idie workmen is very 
much greater than in 1873. They do 
show that the . trades unions have been 
broken up or paralyzed in many in- 
stances. The membership of the vari- 
ous upions in New York city has 
fallen from 48,180 in 1873 to 17,380 
in 1876. About 25,000 workingmen, all 
old, are out of employment, or about 
thirty per cent. of the whole number. 
Unless the business of the country re- 
ceives & strong impulse with the opening 
of spring, it is believed that this numer 
will not be materially decreased. 

In this connection,the Nashville Amer.

On the first page of this morning’s pa- 
per will be found an accurate picture of 
the court house and postoffice as it will 
look when completed.

The building will be three stories high 
above the basement. Its dimensions are 
to be 135 by 75 feet. Two handsome 
towers will materially heighten the ger- 
eral beauty and effect of the structure.

Lett rs from eastern correspon- 
dents and clients came to his parteer that 
money which his firm had long before 
acknowledged the receipt of had not been 
spplied as directed. Inquiry disclosed 
that Mr. Belknap had received the money 
acknowledged the receipt of it for the 
firm; and in his financial extremity had 
used it himsclf. 

His partner was a poor man, but he 
raised the money and paid ¢ff the debt. 
The sum so paid Gen. Be:knap paid 
back, buth principal and interest, as soon 
as he could raise the money, and to this 
use he applied the salary ef his military 


service.
